Axis Abandons

NORTH AFRICA, April 9.—(?)— 
Marshal Rommel’s Axis forces 
hastened their retreat today, aban- 
doning Mahares, 50 miles north of

| Eighth Army’s break-through at 
the Wadi El] Akharit last Tuesday. 


Under the steady hammering of 
| the British at their rear, the Amer- 
-icans, French and British on their 

inland flank and the great Allied 
aerial fleet overhead, Rommel’s 
‘beaten men were fleeing toward 
the escape port of Stax, 22 miles 
to the north, and were retreating 
northeastward from the inland rail 
point of Mezzouna, it was dis- 
closed here. 


United States troops, highly 
praised at a press conference by 
General Sir Harold L. Alexander, 
the Allied commander of ground 
forces, for having kept the bulk 
of Rommel’s armor engaged earlier 
in the week while the Eighth 
Army smashed him at Wadi E] 
Akarit, continued to plug eastward 
and were reported to have cap- 
tured the Djebel Mazaila, a height 
north of Maknassy. 


Americans Take Captives 


The Allied communians . re- 
vealed that the Eighth Army alane 
had stripped 9,500 prisoners from 
Rommel’s forces in the past five 
days and that Lieutenant General 
George S. Patton Jr.’s Second 
American Army Corps had taken 
1,300 more in mopping up the El 
Guetar sector.

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Not a Bit Too Soon 

President Roosevelt’s sweeping order against 
all forces which make for inflation came not a 
‘moment too soon. In fact the only criticism 
which appears tenable is that it may have 
come too late. Not too late to have extremely 
valuable effect, but too late in view of the 
events now on the record which have already 
started the inflationary spiral on its upward 
way. 

Freezing of prices and of wages will do more 
to halt the inflation trend than anything else, 
provided the order is obeyed or can be enforced. 
It means, of course, the stripping of power from 
those congressional blocs and lobbies which 
have sought special benefits or financial con- 
cessions for special groups, regardless of the 
wellbeing of the country as a whole. 

It means that such measures as the Bank- 
head bil] and the Pace bill, both of which are 
designed to increase prices paid producers of 
farm products at the expense of the consumer, 
must not pass the congress or, if passed regard- 
less, must be vetoed and the vetoes sustained. 
The weight of public opinion is now, and will 
be in even greater degree, against these bills 
and all like them. 

Furthermore it means that the demand by 
John L. Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers, for a $2 day increase in wages, must 
be denied. The President specifically said that 
wage increases must be kept within the “Little 
Stee] Formula” and be granted, if at all, only 
to rectify glaring cases of injustice. 

Further, the President called on congress to 
enaet legislation for additional taxes and for 
compulsory savings, designed to drain off as 
much as possible of the $35,000,000,000 in excess 
income now held by the people, excess over 
the supply of consumer goods available. That 
excess, it has been estimated, would mount to 
$40,000,000,000 by the end of this year if the 
people do not put much of it into War Bonds, 
if rates of taxation are not drastically increased. 


Inflation is the most serious enemy on the 
home front. If we-let it get out of hand, the 
result to the nation would be second in disaster 
only to defeat in the war. It is a thing 
which, unless halted, will spiral ever upward 
until the dollar shrinks to little or no value 
whatever in purchasing power. Unless we follow 
the program provided in the presidential order, 
not only is it possible, but it is probable we 
shall see in this country a repetition of condi- 
tions in some European countries after the last 
war, when it took large bundles of paper cur- 
rency to buy a dozen eggs, a pound of beef or 
a pair of shoes. . 

It is up to the congress, to those in govern- 
mental authority and to all the people to 
now save the nation from impending economic 
disaster. We can do it, by courage and sacrifice 
and if public opinion raises so outraged a 
protest when groups or individuals try to 
weaken the dyke that such moves will be 
scotched in their inception.

There is strong suggestion of childish petu- 
lance in the action of the senate in placing 
the vetoed Bankhead bill again in the Agricul- 
tural Committee, with the avowed intent of 
holding it as a clue over the administration's 
head. 

It is, of course, the purpose of the senate 
to threaten revival of this bill if, at any time, 
the administration appears to be permitting 
undue wage increases to industrial workers. 
This very threat implies admission by the 
senate that the Bankhead bill would do exactly 
what President Roosevelt said it would in his 
veto message. That is, increase the cost of 
living and thus have a strong inflationary 
effect. 

Now, the senate imputes to the President a 


tendency to disregard the inflationary effect of 


increased wages to industrial workers and, 
assuming that, at some future time, he will 
permit such increases, tacitly says they, too, 
will then give another twirl to the evil spiral 
of inflation by passing the Bankhead measure. 


The people, in great majority, agreed with 


the viewpoint expressed by the President in his. 


veto message. The senate, had it had suffi- 
cient moral courage, would have at once voted 
on the measure and thus permanently killed 
the bill. But, instead of this, they tacitly accuse 
the President of inconsistency and double- 
dealing on the inflation problem and propuse 
to use that same inflation threat for political 
maneuvering. 

The only way to halt inflation is to abandon 
all idea of conferring special benefits on any 
favored groups, large or small, and adopt the 
statesmanlike attitude of considering only the 
welfare of all the people. There is no greater 
threat to America today than the existence of 
special “blocs” in congress which, instead of 
holding firmly to the one essential of national 
security, hold as their first objective any ad- 
vantage they can gain for the special class or 
group to which they have given allegiance. 

No such special interests, whether it 
agriculture, labor, silver, utilities, capital 
any other, should hold precedence in the heart 
and mind of any congressman over his duty to 
the nation.

The Rommel Plan? 

It is reported that Hitler and Mussolini are 
in conference, Once again, at the Brenner Pass. 
Topic for. the discussion, if so it can be 
called, is the defense of Europe, with especial 
reference to Italy and the “soft underbelly” of 
the continent. The coming liquidation of all 
Axis forces in Tunisia makes this a pressing 
problem for solution by the Axis leaders. 


There is strong probability that, whatever 
instructions Old Musso takes away from this 
conference, Hitler will be working along lines 
of the plan Rommel has made so notorious 
throughout his 1,500-mile retreat across North 
Africa. That plan, in brief, is to feed whatever 
Italians are available to the pursuing British, 
while the Germans get away in comparative 
safety. 

On the wider stage of the coming European 
campaign, when we and our allies stage that 
promised invasion, Hitler will doubtless adopt 
the Rommel method. So long as there are 
Italians to be sacrificed, he will abandon them 
to their dreary fate and, in all probability, try 
to hold his German troops behind the ramparts 
of the Brenner Pass itself. That is, if the attack 
comes from a southerly direction, through Italy. 


However, it must be noted that Rommel’s 
supply of Italian scapegoats is apparently get- 
ting low. In the newest Eighth Army victory 
at El Akarit, the ratio of Germans among the 
more than 6,000 prisoners taken by Mont- 
gomery’s men was far higher than in earlier 


advances.

DESTRUCTIVE RATIO WASHINGTON, April 9.+Army 


ordnance experts are now saying 
that the Germans could have destroyed London and probably knocked 
the British out of the war at the time of the air blitz a couple of 
years ago, if they had known then what every 

explosive expert now knows. 

Where the Germans fell down, it| is said, 
was in not computing the increasing ratio of 
destructiveness which larger bombs have over 
smaller ones. 

In the London blitz, which the British were 
ill prepared to meet, the Germans used 500- 
pound bombs almost exclusively. Had they 
used 2,000-pound or 4,000-pound bombs instead, 
the damage would have been infinitely greater 
than the same weight in smaller explosives. 

One of the interesting lessons learned by 
ordnance experts from actual war experience 
is that the ratio of destruetiveness goes up with 
the size of the bomb. For example, while a 

2,000-pound bomb weighs no more than four 500-pounders, its 
destructive power is more than four times greater. | 

The principle is best illustrated with a pound of common gun 
powder. If it is spread thinly over the surface of a table and 
ignited, the explosion is nothing comparable to what it wpuld be 


if set off all in one package. 
What the Germans failed to do was to

understand that ‘simple lesson _ in 


physics. Had they used the larger types of bombs which the British 
are now employing they could have knocked London out and with 
it the rest of England’s principal industrial centers. At that time 
the British were put to their greatest efforts to defend themselves

That, at least, is the appraisal our own Army specialists now 
place on the situation, 3 

It did not take us and the British long to learn the lesson which 
the Germans failed to see in the beginning. We are not using the 


smaller types of bombs any more, except for limited objectives. 
INS The British, in all of their forays 
RAY Ue Se 8 against Germany and Nazi-occupied 


Europe during the past year, have gone in for the big bombs almost 
exclusively. They are using even 8,000-pounders and the 4,000- 
pound block-busters. The destruction they cause is many times 
greater than it would be if the same weight were broken up into 
smaller packages. 

Before the war is over we are going to give the Germans a 
bigger surprise than anything they have received from the four-ton 
bombs the British have been using against them. It is no secret 
that. we are prepared to produce bombs which will make the 


British four-tonners look small in comparison,

at the moment is that we haven't planes yet big enough to carry 


them. 


The subject of newer and more powerful explosives is one that 


is constantly engaging the attention of chemical warfare experts 


on both sides.

FLUID WAR Maybe you, too, have wondered along with some 

manufacturing companies why the government 
and the War Department blow hot and cold on some of the many 
tools of war. 


There is a reason. A good one. 


At a luncheon yesterday given by officials of the Murray Come 
pany, which has been awarded an Army and 
Navy “E” for its excellent production of war 
materials, Colonel E. C. Bomar, chief of ord- 
nance for this Birmingham and Atlanta district, 
said: 

“American industry has-done a magnificent 
job It has been a difficult job from many 
angles. One of those angles is the fact that 
the Army and Navy have needs which ebb and 
flow. It is something like a company which 
tools up for one product, prepares its sales force 
and then finds the article won't sell. There is 
a period in which the company must prepare a 
program for some other product. 

“The Army may need shells desperately for 
some particular area of the war. Within a few 
months it may find that some new weapon or 
defenses established requires a different type. 
It is not possible to foresee these things. When 
it happens the companies making shells have to 

halt and make a new start. There is loss of time. There is change 
of equipment. 

“It might work out that one company, or several companies, will 
be at work on one badly needed article. There may come a demand 
for steel for submarines or for tanks, and that particular job will 
halt the other—to the mystification of the manufacturer, who may 
have no explanation because of the necessity for secrecy. He will 
have to think it government blundering when in reality it is the 
fluid ebb and flow of war needs. The enemy, and often chance, 
dictates many of these sudden changes .and shifts in war manu- 
facturing.” :

THE BAZOOKA Colonel Bomar said nothing which has not 
been reported in the press about the new 
antitank gun developed in this country. 

It is a rocket-type gun, as reported days ago from Africa. 

Had Russia invented it, or the Germans, we would have had 
much more comment because they would have seen to it that the 
report was skillfully done. 

All we had was a report one day that the Americans were knocke- 
ing out tanks with a gun which they had named the “Bazooka.” 

It is manned by two men and can be handled, in an emergency, 
by one. It shoots a rocket type shell—which means its gathers moe 
mentum as it advances rather than losing it. At the moment of 
impact it has enough explosive force to knock out any tank yet put 
in battle. In fact, the bigger they are the easier they are—for the 
bazooka. 

It may even make the tank a specialized weapon rather than a 
general weapon as it is today. 

The colonel called attention to the old unshakeablée fact—which 
is that fire power is the essential factor of winning a battle. If 
you put fire power on speedy wheels you can concentrate it faster 
and move it faster. If you put armor about it you protect it. 

Now, the nations have come forward with new antitank guns 
which are to be moved even faster than the tanks. They also have 
more fire power than the tanks possessed. The tanks were moving 
forts, possessing heavy, concentrated fire power. 

Now comes a rocket gun which can knock them out. Our moe 
bile, antitank weapons also are improved and have heavier fire 
power than the tanks. The tanks can’t go much larger. They are 
too unwieldly and too easy to hit. 

The tank isn’t obsolete—but the trend will be to medium, faster 
tanks. 

The antitank weapons are on the rise.

The first is that mankind, since time began, has enjoyed building. 
It is great fun. And the most thrilling and satisfactory adventure 
in human experience is that of building a new country. Pioneers 
are always enthusiastic. The world is their oyster. 

Russia wasn’t a new country, but its resources were almost un- 
touched and its possibilities were new to the people. When they 
got the vision, they believed themselves partners in the buildin 
of a new nation. It was tough going for some years, but they had 
self-respect, as they never had under the czars, and they dreamed 
of building Paradise. 

The second fact is that ants, bees and men can accomplish 
wonders when they work together with a common purpose. Every 
ancient ruler who had vision and absolute authority was a “great 
builder”—witness the vainglorious pyramids, the great wall of China, 
and the 90-foot walls of fabulous Babylon. The builders were 
virtual slaves, but they got results.

Most accidents of this nature are 
unavoidable. The greatest pos- 
sible care and all the precautions 
of mechanical science cannot pre- 
vent mishaps in this chanciest of 
games, especially when so many 
of the men engaged in it are young 
and eager and daring. 
ally, perhaps, some of them take 
too much of a gamble, yet the 
accidents happen even to men of 
experience and caution. Some- 
thing happens that could not be 
foreseen or guarded against and 
a plane crashes to earth killing all 
on board. 

It is part of the terrible price 
we pay for war. A few lines of 
details of the accident and a list 
of the dead appear in the news- 
papers, usually well back of the 
front pages that tell of the air and 
sea and land battles all over the 


our boys there, and probably few 
readers pause to reflect that the 
victims of the accident were also 
heroes. 

They died in the uniform of 
their country, in the line of duty, 
and their names must be em- 
blazoned on the roll of our hon- 
ored dead with those of the men 
who fall in dogfights in the air, 
at their battle stations on the high 
seas, or charging the machinegun 
positions of the enemy. 

As Joseph K. Vodrey, vice

There are 
hardships for the soldiers in the 
camps at home that sometimes 
produce physical menaces almost 
as great as those of the field of 
action.
